Look for a dirt road on the left 
side of the road with a sign that says 
Frenchmen Flats. Go down that road and pick 
a campsite. Be forewamed. This is where 
they like to “party” into the night. This is a 
primitive site also. There should be some 
trout among other fish in the Creek. Any fish 
you catch in this section of the creek, you can 
keep.
